COUNTY COUNCIL. 


The County Council met at Belleville on 
Tuesday afternoon, and ‘the meeting being 
called to order the Warden delivered a long 
and interesting address on county affairs. A 
number of communications and petitions 
were then read and presented. One of these 
from the Outario Government stated it 
would pay one-third of the total bill of 
Hunger ‘ord for small-pox purposes 525, 
leaving one-third of the expense to be borne 
by the County, and the remainder for the 
municipality of Hungerford, They could 
not grant aid for Elzevir as it was not an 
exceptional case, as was that of Hungerford, 
A POR was presented from the ratepay- 
ers of Deseronto, asking that the County 
grant $200 for improvements upon the town 
line road between Tyendinaga and Rich 
mond, which is nearly impassable, especi 
ally that part from the York roud to Sucker 
Creek bridge. The committee appointed at 
the last session to ascertain the proportion 
of the expense borne by the city for the ad 
ministration of justice, reported it was found 
that the city was not fe ring the proper 
proportion of the cost, and recomended that 
steps should be taken to induce the city to 
increase its share of the cost by about one- 
half, and if it could not be settled in this 
way to have recourse to atbitration. The 
Council went into a Committe of the whole 
on Ways and Means, Mr. Hanley in the 
chair., The communication from the Onta- 
rio Government asking for the creation of a 
Farmers’ Institute was considered, and a re- 
solution was carried granting $75 for an in- 
stitute in each riding of the County. ~ 


COMMUNICATIONS. 
HONEY AND COMB. 


10 the Editor of The Tribune, 
Belleville, May 25th, 1855. 
The article quoted in Tue Trrvne from 
the Canadian Bee Journal is cleverly writ- 
ten and contains much useful information. 
Briefly, nevertheless, we have seen in 
times past quantities of beautiful white 
sugar syrup with snowy flakes of unsoiled 
honey comb sprinkled through it put up in 


delicious to the taste, and excellent in fla- 
vor, one-tenth honey, no adulteration about 
it—it was an imitation ov substitute—and 
superior to some of the genuine extracted 
honey offered on the market. A wholesome 
article of diet—faultless. The same process 
was applied to darker and cheaper gré les 
of honey. In our desire for quantity, the 
bees are driven to store honey from flowers 
that produce an inferior article, even that 
which is not always allowed to ripen com- 
pletely. i 3 

If we want to drive imitations out we 
must supply an article superior to the imi- 
tation, a fact we may as W ell accept first as 
last. 

In remoying the comb from eight or nine 
hundred frames lately, in which comb 
foundations had been used, very little of it

ations are offered for such cases, this was 
too wholesale to admit of an apology. 
The writer of said article tacit y states 
that beeswax and not parafine must be used 
because the latter et at a certain tem- 
perature. He omitted, however, to admit 
that beeswax and parafine would stand a 
higher temperature than pure parafine, and 
that other substances were added sometimes 
to harden the same. Beeswax is often sad- 
ly adulterated before it reaches the manufac- 
turer of comb-foundation. In such cases 
the bee-keeper or his better-half has made a 
few cents by adding something to the pure 
wax, and ought not to complain if it is re? 
turned to them in the same state, Bees 
rarely refuse to mould pure beestvax. If 
there is foreign matter in it, they will refuse 
and attach the cells to the thick heavy 
septum as it comes from the machine.

USE THE BRUSH ON THE COWS. 


But few farmers ever think it necessary 
that a cow should be brushed. We have 
seen neighbors laugh and ridicule what they 
called our over-niceness and fussiness, when 
the cows were curried and brushed twice a 
day, with as much care as was given to the 
horses. ‘‘What! curry a cow? Never hearn 
tell of such u thing !’ Buta‘cow needs it 
even more than a horse; and for several 
reasons. A cow, whose milk is used for 
food, unless she have a perfectly clean skin, 
cannot give clean milk, and then the butter 
will be bad. The skin should be in a per- 
fectly healthful condition, and the blood 
pure, or the milk will be impure and un- 
healthful, and the butter or cheese will be 
tainted. Neither cleanliness nor healthful- 
ness can be secured without regular brushing 
of the skin and the remoyal of all the filth 
which will gather upon ill-kept cows. This 
should be done before the cows are milked, 
both morning and evening. The morning 
cleaning should be a thorough one; a simple 
brushing, to remove dust and loose hairs, 
will be sufficient for the evening, It will 
help very much, for both horses and cows 
to have the stables so floored that the 
animals can be kept from fouling themselves.

HORSE STABLES. 

The condition and health of a horse de- 
pends very much upon the kind of stable it 
iskeptin. There are Horses which suffer 
from disease of the eyes, from coughs, from 
scratches and other skin diseases, all of 
which are produced by the ungent foul 
air in the stables. Farmers anc others who 
have horses, will take pains to keep their 
carriages and harness protected from the 
strong ammoniacal air of the stables lest 
the leather may be rotted or the varnish 
dulled and. spotted; and at the same time 
they will wonder why their hors cough, 
or have weak eyes or moon blindness, or 
suffer from other diseases, which, if they 
would only think for a tew minutes, they 
would readily perceive are due to the foul 
air the animals are compelled to breathe 
every night in the year while confined in 
close, badly ventilated stables. The remedy 
is very ea The stable should be kept 
clean; this will prevent the greater part of 
the mischief ; Ati it should be well venti- 
lated, The floor should be properly drain- 
ed, ao that the liquid will not remain on it, 
to be absorbed, and decompose, cand pro- 
duce the pungent vapors of ammonia, which 
are so injurious to the eyes, nostrils, throat 
aud lungs, and this liquid waste should be 
carried away to some place where it can be 
absorbed and utilized, The floor should be 
washed off at least twice a week with pet 
of water and then liberally sprinkled with 
finely-ground gypsuin (plaster) which will 
combine with the ammonia, and fi it. A 
solution of coppe (sulphate of iron) will 
have the same result. Lastly, the floor 
should be supplied with absorbent litter 
which should i removed when it 1s soiled. 
Ventilation should be provided in such a 
way as to prevent cold drafts. Small open- 
ings, which may be easily closed with a 
slide, may be made in the outer wall neat 
the floor, and similar ones near the ceiling, 
or in the roof, through which the foul air 
can escape. Pure air is of the utmost im- 
portance to the well-being of horses. Asan 
instance of it may be mentioned the fact that 
in the English cavalry stables a complete 
aystem of ventilation reduced the average 
loss of horses from the deadly disease, glan- 
ders, from 132 per thoussnd yearly to 9 
in the thousand; and when a similar im- 
provement was made in the -French nent 
stables, the’percentage of death was reduced 
in a similar ratio, with a still larger decrease

India. 


T eis no countty in the world the 
yory name of which so dazzles the mind 
the imagination as India, 

and the more we study the country, its 
people, and thelr traditions the more do 
we find that there is indeed a certain 
foundation for a large portion, at least, of 
the exalted popular ideas about it. 

At the outset, then, it will be well to 
polnt outin general terms a few of the rea- 
sons which make it worth while to know 
something about this country. 

India may be looked upon asa sort of 
epitome of the whole world, but in taking 
this point of view we must be careful to re- 
member that we are apeaking of what has 
been as wellas what is. The records of 
India refor to a state of thing considerab- 
ly earlier than any found eleewhere, and 
the country contains survivals of civiliza- 
tion more avcient than any known to vs, 
Egyptand Chaldea not excepted. We 
are quite aware that this statement is at 
variance with recelved opinions of modern 
European investigators. In forming our 
jadgment we have been led to rely rather 
on native then foreign authority, andin a 
future paper we hope to show that some 
grounds exist which, if accepted, give at 
Teast strong probability of the truth of 
these assertions, 

To the ethnologist, India 1s a perfect 
museum, It contains some races in the 
highest state of culture and others hardly 
removed from the giant ape. Wave after 
wave of foreign invasion has swept over 
the country, each leaving {ts trace in some 
displacement of the population and the 
addition of fresh factors thereto. 

The languages of India are a life study 
in themselves ; the classical language, San- 
skrit, in which most of the sacred books 
are written, is the finest and most polish- 
ed extant. Its vocabulary contains many 
words which it is quite impossible to trans- 
late accurately into English, as they stand 
for philosophical ideas of which the west- 
ern world hardly has a conception, while 
structurally the eons is, 0 to speak, 
a perfect model of architecture. It is to 
be hoped the time will soon come when 
this queen of languages, will be generaliy 
more stujie ior its own sake, andnotmere- 
ly, a8 is tuo often the case at present, for 
the beter elucidation of Greek and Latin. 
There are, moreover, several sp< ken lan- 
guages, some of which possess a literature 
of their own, beside innumerable dialects. 
No national philosophy can compare with 
that of Incia. The Oriental mind revels 
in metaphysical subtleties and delights to 
trace out the logical conscqaences of the 
boldest speculative theories, and so in In- 
dia we find every school represented, aad 
apyone who has gone through a complete 
course of Indian philosophy will not find 

much that will be new to him elsewhere, 
Each cf the various systems of philosophy 
finds counterparts in a form of religious 
belief ; all Indian deities are the personi- 
fications of some law of nature, some mor- 
al idea, and the absurd stories of their 
myiholoey were intended originally as 
vehicles for the diffusion of knowledge, 
under the form of allegories, or parables, 

as students of political philosophy 
and political economy find in India, in 
such early institutions as village tribunals 
andi other customs connected with the 
village communities, a system of local au- 
tonomy which contains most of the germs 
afterward developed into constitutional 
government, as well as interesting studies 
of communities, cach of which was self- 
supporting when the struggle for existence 
was reduced to a minimum. 


A Vulnerable British Fort. 


Within twelve days’ steaming distance of 
the Russian naval station on the Asiatic 
coast, and lying within range of the guns 
of a modern warship manceavered on the 
open waters of the Straits of Fuca, the 
construction of works for the defense of 
Victoria, B. C., has been entirely neglect- 
ed by the British and Canadian Govern- 
ments. The approach to the town wharves 
of Victorla is by a narrow and intricate 
channel, which can only be navigated 
safely id vessels of moderate tonnage ; 
butas the centre of the town {s little 
more than a mile fromthe outerroads, with 
good landing places at several points, the 
intricacies of the harbor channel interpose 
but a slight barrler to attacks from a hos- 
tile force. Three miles from Victoria 
harbor is the harbor of Esquimault, the 
only Baitish naval station on the Pacific 
coast of America. Erquimault fs one of the 
safest and most picturesque harbors in the 
world, about three milesin length, with a 
depth of water upon which the largest 
{ron-clad sbips-of-war can safely float, 
surrounded by low, wooded hills, with a 
narrow bub deep entrance from Fuca 
straits. Esquimault, is, after San Fran- 
olsco, the best harbor on the west coast of 
North America, A large naval graving- 
dock is well advanced toward completion 
atthe uoperend of the harbor, anda 
small dock-yard is near the entrance. Yet. 
strange to say, this important naval 
station has never been fortified. In the 
absence of British war ships from the har- 
bor there is literaliy nothing to prevent 
an ordinary steamer, armed with ono rifle 
gun, from steaming in and destroying the 
dock yard buildings, the graving dock, 
and the Village of Eequimault. The in- 
difference of the British Government to 
the defenseless condition of their own 
nayal station on the North Pacific can 
only be explained on the presumption that 

the Admiralty intended that one or more 
efficient cruisers of the British fleet 
should always bein the harbor. In the 
summer months the flagship and several 
of the smaller vessels do goup from the 
coasts of South and Central America, and 
refit at Exquimault ; but at other timos, 
and particularly during the last three years 
the harbor has often been deserted by the 
naval ships and left entirely unprotected, 
$a os

THE “BELTED” CRUISERS. 


Important Additions to the British Navy 
now Under Construction. 

The two new belted cruisers s¢ cured 
from the Government by Messra Robert 
Napier & Sons, Govan, are tobe named 
the Australla and Galatea—the former, {t 
is oflicmed, out of respect to the spontane- 
ous action of the Australians in sending 
volunteers to assist the mother country in 
the Soudan, Ever since it became known 
that two of the vessels had been booked 
on the Olyde many questions have natural- 
ly been asked about what covstitates a 
belted cruirer, and also ss to the part it is 
to play in the naval service of the future 
The matter of speed is said to have seri- 
ously engaged the attention of Admiralty 
experts several days before the contracts 
were given out, and 18 knots were final! 
adopted. Many builders on the Clyde, 
however, think that this sh:uld have heen 
increased by at least balf or even threo- 
quarters a knot. This difficulty will, 
perhaps, be overcome much more easily 
than many imagine, for it may be recol- 
Jected that in the case of the Phaeton, 
Leander, and Arethusa, the last war 
vessels bullt at Messrs Napier’s yard for 
the Government, the contract speed was 
16 knots, but this was actually exceeded 
by one of them to the extent of 27 knots 
on an exhaustive trial by the Admiralty. 
If the celebrated Clyde firm could do this 
with their last Government job it is, of 
course, within the raoge of possibility 
that on their trial trips both the Aus- 
tralia and Galatea many astonish ‘my 
lords” by stesming at 

19 KNOTS PER HOUR, 


Should such eventually prove correc in 
the case of a heavy belted cruiser armed 
with formidable guns, going at 19 knots 
per hour, an important problem !n mi rine 
engineering will have been solved which 
cannot fail to influence the future condi- 
tion of the British navy. For the present 
at least, these vessels will be the only 
ones on her Majesty's navy list with triple 
expansion engines. . The triple expansion 
process is simply an improvement on the 
surface-condensing engine invented and 
sucoessfully brought out by the late Mr. 
John Elder fully a quarter of a century 
ago. At that comparatively early period 
in Clyde engineering the great naval 
architect's [dea was not regarded with the 
same Importance as it was ultimately des- 
tined to assume when applied to fast 
ocean-golng steamers consuming from 100 
to 260 tons of coalin the 24 hours. But 
without it fast vesse!s could never be built 
to pay. The condensing of steam is so 
successfully treated by the criginal pro- 
cess of Mr, Elder that it can be used 
twice before it passes through the ex- 
hausb pipes. The same. ora like arrange- 
ment, wrought out by Mr. A, O, Kirk, 
enables the engineer to 
USE THE STEAM THREE TIMES ‘' 


before it becomes useless, and the fuel 
saving is thus very considerable on board 
a large ship. No doubt the Admiralty 
will soon find out for themselves the 
value of the invention. The dimensions 
of the Australia and Galatea are :— 
Length between perpendiculars, 300It.; 
breadth, 56ft.; with a gross tonnage of 
6000 tons. The main belt, from which 
the vessels take their names, and which 
forms the most effective part of their pro- 
tective arrangements, !s 240ft. long, 5ft. 
broad, and 10 inches thick, faced with 
three inches of steel before the seven 
inches of iron. The ends are protected 
by an underwater belt similar to that fit- 
ted into the Mersey; but as they are 
very fine the part of the water line not 
actually protected by armour is compari- 
tively small. The engines are to be of 
the usual horizontal type for driving twin 
screws, and differ only from those of the 
Arethusa class by the cylinders being a 
shade larger and the adoption, as we have 
already said, of Mr. Kirk's triple-expan- 
sion appliances. The cylinders are 42in. 
and 72in., with a 43 inch stroke of piston. 
Double-ended boilers, four in number, 
with a totel grade surface of fully 500 
square feet, and working up to & pressure 
of 120lbs, are also to be introduced. 
They are to be able to develop at least 
7600 horsepower on an exhaustive trial, 
and a speed of 18 knota must be attained 
to satisfy the Admiralty. In the con- 
struction of the machinery everything 
tending to lightness, such as brass and 
steel, is to be put in use, and the weight 
of the engines is not to exceed 720 tons. 
So much for the engines and hall, and 
now for the maning and armament.

Tue seulling race for the local champion-

Empey, 
the proprietor of the hotel, was summoned 
before Chas. James, Esq. Michael Lane was 
also summoned asa witness. Mr, Empey 
when bronght before the court pleaded 
guilty, but stated in extenuation of his 
guilt that he did not know that Hill was 
an Indian. The magistrate under the cir- 
cumstances inflicted the lightest penalty 
prescribed by the act, viz .:—$50 and costs, 
to be paid within ten days, or: failing 
this to be imprisoned for 30 days. He also 
stated that this should be a warning to 
other hotel-keepers. It being impossible 
for Indians now to get liquor in Deseronto 
Some have been going to Naracies) but ho- 
tel-keepers may from this case learn the 
necessity of a strict compliance with the 
law. ‘The Chief keeps a sharp look out on 
the Napanee road, and is itty to pounce 
on all offenders, The Indian would have 
been imprisoned had he not made a clean 
breast of it and told the whole truth. 

Tuk TOTAL value of the fisheries of Ca- 
nada for the year 1884 is reckoned at $17,- 
766,404, an increase of $808,211 over the 
preceding year. Those of Ontario are valu- 
ed at $1,133,724. We observe by the Min- 
ister’s Report that Mr. Charles Wilkins, of 
Belleville, is the fishery officer of this dis- 
trict, and that for his onerous duties he 
draws a salary of four hundred dollars, His 
district is defined as the ‘‘Waters of the 
Bay of Quinte, fronting on the County of 
Hastings, and from Carrying Place east- 
ward to Mill Point, County of Prince Ed- 
ward.” This ought to set at rest any doubts 
as tothe existence of a fishery officer in 
these waters. The returns of this division 
as given in the reports are vague, no details 
are given. The total value of fish caught 
at Sophiasburg is placed at $3,517; Point 
Ann, $3,796; Tyendinaga, $8,467; Belle- 
ville, $4,200; Trenton, $1,500; Shannonvyille, 
$1,200; Mill Point, $540, and Northport, 
$3 Mr. Wilkins states that the y v4 of 
fish in the Bay of Quinte largely exceeded 
that of any previous five years. The in- 
crease in catch of whitefish and salmon 
trout was especially noticeable, and was un- 
doubtedly due to the removal of nets from 
the upper gap; thus allowing the fish a 
free and uninterrupted passage from Lak 
Ontario to the Bay of Quinte. There ar 
fifteen fish-ways in this division, which are 
said to be in good condition. Overseer J. 
Redmond, of the County of Prince Edward, 
reports a slight falling off in the catch of 
whitefish and salmon trout, which he attri 
butes to excessive netting in previous year: 
and to the millions of worthless fish which 
infest these waters. Sturgeon were plenti- 
ful and a good catch was made. The close 
season was generally well kept. 

Tur iBERS of the Deseronto Canoe 
Club on JWednesday evening competed in 
a sailing race for the possession of the hand- 
some silver cup which had been offered as a 
prize by Mr. F, S. Rathbun, Vice-Commo- 
dore of the American Canoe Association.

The light breeze however soon fell almost 
to a dead calm, a slight pulf only coming at 
intervals, and as a consequence little pro 
gress was made by the different craft. The 
first buoy was rounded in the following or- 
der :—Wych, Ripple, Star, Topsy, Lou, and 
Alpha.

Fort Pirr, June 6, via Battleford, June 
7.—Mrs. Delaney and Mrs. Gowanlock 
were rescued on Wednesday by Wm. McKay 
with ten .of Strange’s men. “They reached 
here at noon to-day, and are now on board 
the steamer North-West. They will pro- 
ceed to Battleford ina day or two. they 
creditl@ia cialf-hreeds with saving them 
from death. Both were worn and weary, 
tind shed tears on reaching the boat. They 
were greeted with wild cheers on entering 
the camp. With them came fifty half- 
breeds, men, women, and children, 

General Middleton is following Big Bear 
with cavalry and pack horses, In Steele’s 
fight the Indians vost seven killed. They 
are running short of food and living on 
rabbits.

Mrs Gowanlock says at Frog Lake the 
Indians first disarmed the whites and then 
marched them to the church, where they 
attended mass. On leaving they shot them 
down, 

Big Bear's camp is not harmonious and 
there may bea split atany moment. The 
Wood Crees will surely leave him at the 
first opportunity. 

Major Steele, with his scouts and police, 
70 in all, had started after the hostilities on 
May 29, He found that Big Bear had left 
his old men and women and children, with 
some waggons and supplies, in a camp ten 
miles from here.. On June 2 he came upon 
livision of the band, Big Bear himself 
ed to haye been in command, at Two 
, fifty miles northeast of here. The 
Indians were striking camp at 9 a, m., when 
Steele’s men rode up and opened fire, The 
Indians numbered 100, They ran across a 
coulee, firing as they retreated, and there 
found shelter, and drove the scouts back. 
The latter had three wounded vis., Sergt. 
W. Fury, of E. division, N. W. M. P., and 
scouts Thomas Fisk and William West, 
men enlisted by Capt. Oswald in the Mc- 
Leod district. ‘Lhe Indian loss is not known, 
Steele sent interpreter Mckee with a flag 
of truce. He shouted, and an Indian sup- 

osed to have been Big Bear, answered. 
Moke said if the Indians would surrend- 
er the white prisoners the scouts would 
cease firing, Big Bear said ‘I want nothing 
from the police. I can beat them, The 
prisoners are all right, If you don’t get 
away I'll attack you.” Mckee attempted 
to have further parley, but the Indians 
shouted that they did not want any more 
talk, and fired a few shots at him, 
Meantime General Middleton on June 3 
left here with 50 men each of the Grena- 
diers, 90th, and Midland, and with a Gat- 
ling, to meet Strange, who had been camped 
on the Little Red, Steele’s messenger with 
news of his brush with Big Bear reached 
him that day, and he at once started out 
in pursuit. ‘The infan’ry who had accom- 
panied him from here were sent back here. 
He took with him 240 mounted men, and 
twelve days’ provisions on packs and trad- 
Steele’s trail is a hot one, and there 
F “at hopes that Middleton will catch 
Big Bear. Big Bear has in all 187 lodges, 
or about 600 warriors. He is evidently 
making for the Beaver river country, where 
the trails ¢ Imost impassible for troops.

Bear's band at Onion Lake, ca yturing their 
camp and driving them to an fafacdl!

A SEMI-BARBAROUS PEOPLE. 


Tourguenet’s Opinton of the Russions, 


“The trouble with us Russians,” gaid 
Tourgueneff on one occasion, 9m I was pit. 
ting smoking with him in his library. 
‘is that we have the Tarter a0 close bs. 
hind us Woe are a semi barbarous people, 
jost civilized enough to havo acqvired the 
vices of civilization. We pu: Parisian 
kid gloves upon our hands instead of 
washing them, We bow and Scrape and 
utter polite phrases in oue moment, then 
go home and thrash our sorvante, We 
like to declaim abont the future of Ruasia 
sbout her vast, undeveloped strength and 
her manifest destiny to gobble up the 
rest of Europe; and this patriotic intox\- 
cation makes us blind and deaf to the hor- 
rible abuses of the present,” 

I have often had occasion to recall this 
conversation of late years, when Russia 
has taken steps to fnlfil her “manifest 
destiny,” and it seemed to furnish the 
clew to much that has seemed mysteriors 
{n Rossian diplomacy. Of course Tour- 
gueneff though he loved his country, had 
no reason to love {ts rulers, and he rarely 
spoke of the R »manoffs except with bit- 
terneas or contempt. The late Ozar. 
Alexander II , he regarded asa fair type 
of the family—an unscrupulous libertine 
externally amlable and polished, but at 
heart arelentlesstyrant. TheOzarevitch 

who has since succeeded him, he regarded 
as, on the whole, a better man than his 
father, though in point of intellect his 
inferior. He had just character enough 
to be stubborn, but not enough to be 
firm. His zeal for reform wou'd, when 
he became Emperor, blow over in a day, 
No reformor of the family of Romanoff 
would ever sit upon the throne of Russis, 

Tn the spring and early summer of 1879 
I spent several months in Paris and dor- 
ing that time passed an evening eve: 
week in Tourgueneff's company. 
study was a loxuriously appointed room, 
with low divans, great oil paintings, and 
an air of dreamy Oriental langour. The 
gou' had then got a firm clatch on him 
and he could not move about with ease, 
He sat in an eary chair with his ailing leg 
resting on another chair, and talked, with 
his head thrown back and his eyes half 
closed, about Russia and the Romanoffs, 
Sometimes he was well for weeks; then 
impradence in dlet would bring on a freah 
attack, and he would boon the rack, I 
noticed, however, that pain made no per- 
ceptible difference In conversational pow- 
ers; on the contrary, it seemed at times 
to rouse him to greater vigor and bril- 
liancy. His house wasa rendezvous for 
a miscellaneous company of political 
exiles—chiefly Poles and Rassians. He 
did not profess to sympathiza with thom; 
but when they were starving he helped 
them. When they qnarrelled, as they 
usually did, he made peace between them, 
For a very few (who had practical sense 
enough to be useful) he obtained modest 
positions in which they could keep soul 
and body together. I meton different 
occasions in his study some of the queer- 
est types of the genus homo that I ever laid 
my eyes on. Ooe man whom I shall never 
forget if I grow to be a hundred years old 
had spent seven years in sclitary con- 
finement in the fortress of Kioy. Hoe had 
been a student atthe University of St. 
Petersburg and had in that capacity, pre- 
sented an address to the Ozarevitch com- 
plaining of certain abuses. The reply of 
the Czarvitch was to have him and every 
one else who had signed the address 
thrown into prison, without trial. His 
sufferings defy description. He was never 
permitted to leave his cell for any purpose 
whatever; he nearly lost his sight; he 
lost his memory; he became a brute in 
everything except form. When he was 
released as unexpectedly as he was im- 
prisoned, he tumbled out into the day- 
light, which hurt his eyes, and his only 
feeling was resentment at having been 
disturbed. He crept back into his hole 
again on hands and feet; and was again 
jected. What should he do? Seyen years 
had been blotted out of his life or worse 
than blotted ont. The Nihilists got hold 
of him and to keep from starving he be- 
came a Nihilist, He was tent to Paris by 
some charitable reyolutionist, and there 
he became one of Tourgueneff's many 
pensioners. He furnished the text for 
many political discussions between his 
protector and myself, 


Titles in Russia. 


The number of titled familles in Russia 
{s by no mesns large, But as eve 
membor of the family bears tho title, the 
number of titled personages is immense. 
A title in Rassia possesses no political 
value of significance. But that it counts 
for something, especially when {t is as- 
sociated with large possessions, is shown 
by the recurrence of many of the same 
names for conturles past in Rusalan his- 
tory. In Rusasla, as every whore elso, a 
man cannot become a member of a great 
family excoyt by creating one for himself. 
Bat any one who attains a certain rank in 
the army or civil servico can become a 
nobleman with such slender advantages 
as nobiliary privileges confer. In the 
days of serfdom the noble, though bound 
to serve the State in some capacity, was 
free from taxes and from the consoriptlon, 
and he possessed the exclusive right of 
holding Iand with serfs attached to it, 
All this is now changed; but the Ruasfan 
nobles still possess the right of meoting 
in assembly forthe election of local offi- 
clals, and for making known thelr wishes 
and wants in a direct manner to the sover- 
elgn. This last right they have used spar- 
ingly indeed; and when in 1862, immedi- 
ately after the emancipation of the serfs, 
they demanded, in a great number of 
provinces, the immediate promulgation of 
a constitution, their address was not re- 
colved; while in some cases those who were 
daring enough to press in person for its 
ny were punished by imprison 
ment.

Fatal Quarrel Over a Cow.

THE PANAMA CANAL, 


Vast Preparations and Little mo: «, 
Tho Panama Canal is in such a state 
that its ultimate completion ts beyond 
question. Bat it appears equally certain 
that the present company never can 
complete it, Three-fourths of the esti- 
mated cost of the canal has already been 
spent, and the result is & mere scratch 
across the Isthmus, But the preparation 
for the actual work of digging the canal, 
the clearings, borings, soundings, surveys- 
houses, barracks, hospitals, dredges, ex- 
cavators,, etc., are complete. The build 
ing of the Suez Caval was child's play 
compared to the building of this one. 
There nature seomed to have intended 
that the waters of the Mediterrancan and 
the Red Sea should mingle. Here she 
has opposed every possible obstacle to 
the marriage of the Atlantic and Pacific 
The configuration and geological structure 
of the country, the deadly climate, 
the intense heat, the difference in 
tides, the Chagres, alternately a brook 
and a devastating torrent, the thickly 
matted jungle, all conspire to render 
the digging of a canal across this 
isthumus one ofthe most Gifficult pieces 
of engineering work ever attempted by 
man, if not absolutely the moat aifficalt. 
It is a common saying that every tie of 
the Panama Railroad represented ahaman 
life. Every foot of the Panama QOanal 
will represent not cnly a life, but a for- 
tune as well, The work of preparation 
for the actual digging of the canal has met 
with great obstacles, The soundings in 
the section between Pedro McGill and 
Gorgona I belicve never would have been 
made but forthe indomitable energy of 
Mr Burt, now general superintendent of 
the Panama Railroad, who transported ov 
men’s backs, through a before impassible 
jungle, the machirery necessary for the 
work, In going along the line of the 
canal one sees to-day the perfect state of 
preparation and the otter absence of anv- 
thing like a canal at a glance. In those 
pretty villas on the hillsides live the chiefs 
of sections. Leaning on their spades or 
lcitering beside the hage excavators are 
a few scattered men. Everywhere are 
idle excavators or empty cars bearing 
evidences of long disuse. The songless 
birc. drowse in the shadow of the drowsy 
palms. The handfal of slee; y laborers 
d.ze in the shade or throw a few shovel- 
fulls of earth to one side with a weary 
motion. Jn short, in going over the canal 
route one gets the impression that work 
is practically stopped ; and from the best 
information to be got at here I believe 
such to be the case. The last revolution 
here, of course, has had something to do 
with this state cf sffaira, tor when bullets 
fly, spades drop. But revolutions have 
their benetits, too, for they afford the 
canal company a reasonable excuse for 
giving up the work ; and give it vp they 
mast before long or get a large amount of 
new capital. 

The greatest difficulties of construction 
have not as yet been grappled with at all. 
At Culebra the summit, whereacut 260 
feet deep will be made to tide-water level, 
only about fifteen feet have been ex- 
cavated. The great dam which it is pro- 
posed to build between the hills of Obispo 
and Santa Oruz to control the waters of 
the Chagres has not been begun, nor has 
spade been put to all those sluices and 
channels which are to te built to carry uff 
the waters of tho turbulent river in the 
rainy season.

France and China, 


Tho treaty of peace which is said to 
have been concluded between France 
and China brings to an end a war which 
has lasted aboat three years. The c n- 
flict has been one of conquest on the part 
of France, and one of resistance to 
French encroachment on the part of 
China 

On the eastern side of the peninaula of 
Siam is the fong and narrow strip of ter- 
ritory which {s called Cochin China, Tne 
upper part of this strip comprises a king- 
dom called Annam, It is this region 
which France has occupied, and which 
has been the seat of the war, which, it is 
to be hoped, has now ceased. 

The war was the result of a long series 
of events, As long as two hundred years 
the French had « proj-ct of establishing 
colonies and settlouents on the coast of 
Cochin Ohina, us they had already done 
on that of Hindoostan, 

A century later—just about a hundred 
years ago—the French King made a trea- 
ty with aking of Annam who had been 
driven feom his throne, whereby the 
King was restored, and certain places on 
the coast were ceded to France. But the 
French waited seventy years before ayall- 
ing themselves of the privilege thus grant- 
ed to them, 

Ia 1858 they made thelr claim to the 
territory ceded, but were resisted by the 
raler of Annam They s3nba naval ex- 
pedition thither, and bombarded some 
places on the coast, but did not long re- 
main. Three years later, however, the 
French troops who were returning from 
the Chinese war took possession of a 
part of thepeninsula.< 3)

Providing themselves 
with stout green clubs they advanced can- 
tiously upon several large rattlers found 
sunning themselves, and quickly disptach- 
ed them, not, however, before they had 
given the peculiar r .ttling noiss for w rich 
they are so well known. This nad the 
effect of bringing out countless numbers 
of reptiles, and before the young men 
were aware of it they were surrounded on 
all sides by a k’ssing rattling lot of snakes 
that made them shudder with fear. Fore 
tunately they had on stout boots, andthe 
snakes were 1.0 ia ¢8 good condition to bite 
and do narm aa they would be later in the 
season. Thu nombrr of snakes kept {a- 
creasing to such au extent that the young 
men in thir terror maintain that they 
must have encountered 160 or 200 snakes 
of the rattlesnake and blacksnake varie- 
ties. Finally it was notic d that the 
snakes were fighting among themselves, 
on inepection it vas seen that the bleck 
snakes were attacking the rattl rs, and 
vice versa, both being warmed up wo their 
work by the beating they had recelved 
from the y‘ucg men. Although black- 
snakes aud rattlers mingle with each other 
during the Jeng, cold winter months, yet 
cn the approach of spring they separate 
alter a deadly co mbat, wherein the black- 
snakes are sometime victorious and the 
rattlers on other occasions. A spitz dog 
which followed the young men was an ob- 
ject cf especial batred, and was soon coy- 
ered by the reptiles, which wound them- 
selves abont his body and bit him to such 
an extent that he swelled to twice his nat- 
ural size, Aftera fight of about fifteen 
minates the men had everything their own 
way, aud over fifty were gathered up and 
carried away as trophies of the affray. 
They were scld to an old medicine-man, 
who extracts the oil from the fat to sell to- 
persons #filicted with rheumatism, neural- 
gia, sprain, and other ailment. As high 
as $5 per ounce is paid by those who be- 
lieve in the wonderful curative qualities 
of the enake oil. The young men cut off 
the rattles of many of the snakes, some 
havin, as high as fifteen or twenty, and 
the snakes yanged in size from sixteen 
inches to six feet, one large b'acksnake, a 
perfect specimen, measuring a trifle over 
sixfeet. Had it not been for the fight be- 
tween the vival snak s the young men 
might have been dangerously bitten, 


The Money of Tonquin. 


The currency of the country is the beat 
indication ot the poverty otits people. 
The only money of Tonquin is the sapek, 
a small coin vf base metal resembling the 
Chinese cash but only one-fourth as val- 
uable, Forry-three of them are worth 
onecent. There are therefore 4 300 in a 
dollar, which weighs over 20 pounds, 
Ten dollars make a heavy load for the 
stub Wherjrarrows which fill the place 
of draysin Americain doing the heavy 
city traneporcation, and the pay ofa reg- 
iment in the old days of Tong-duc rule 
tufficed to ioad a good-sized junk, The 
population of the cities is somewhat habit- 
uated to the Mexican dollar and the asil- 
ver and copper colns of Hong Kong, the 
straits settlements and Oochin China, 
but ia the country nothing but the sapek 
ie current. The rusticsknow no other 
coin. Wages are Lo low with 
such astandard. In Hong Kong coolles 
on the public works are paid 20 cents per 
day. Ia Hanoi, for more arduous labour 
in constructing streets, quays, wharves, 
canals and bridges, where they have {to 
remain all day in mud and water, from 6 
cents to 10 cents, which, as they would 
scarcely earn in the fields more than that 
in a week or a month, does not seem an 
inadcquate recompense, Boys or men 
employed as couksor body servants are 
paid from $1 to $5 a month, the Inst 
amount only for the best skilled labour, 
and itis considered princely. The ad- 
vent of the French is furnishing an ex- 
traordinary market for certain kinds of 
manufactured goods, for curlosand for 
farm produce, which ‘sin great demand 
with the officers and soldiers, Still prices 
rule extraordinary low when compared 
with any European standard. The money 
gained in trade or earned {in labor is 
squandered at once by this most improvi- 
dent people in the world. It is often 
only by paying small wages and Denes | 
gifts that a person can secure the desi 
service. If the stipend is thoughtlessly 
raised or a ‘‘cumshaw” {s given for duty 
unusally woll performed, the redlpient is 
too apt to disappear, notto appear again 
till the money has boon uselessly spent and 
he has been driven to hopeless beggary.

They have all along been a drag on 
the party, but the approaching elections 
will, no doubt, consign many of them to 
oblivion, as their constituences will now be 
disposed to return Conservatives or Radi- 
cals, the two great parties of the future. 
It is said that Mr. Gladstone will now re- 
tire from political life. This would be a 
national misfortune. He would be succeed- 
ed, we presume, by Lord Hartington, 
though Mr. Chamberlain would be the real 
leader of the Liberal host.

On Saturday Mr. Vermilyea and Han- 
ley moved that the Warden and Clerk be 
instructed to memorialize the Dominion 
Government protesting against the passage 
of an Insolvency Bill as it was, in the opi- 
nion of the Council, detrimental to business. 
This motion was carried, It was resolved 
to instruct the Superintendent of gravel 
roads to have wire fences erected on the 
north and west sides only of gravel roads. 
A sum of $400 was voted on conditions to 
the Board of Education to secure free tu- 
ition for county scholars to the Bel'eville 
High School. 

The Council adjourned until the last Tues- 
day of November,

A WORD ON TREE PLANTING. 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Str,—Allare agreed that our farms are 
becoming from the continued clearing of the 
remains of our forests, very destitute of 
shelter, greatly to the injury of various 
Gea and the general fertility of the soil. 
Will you allow me to suggest to your read- 
ers, that rows of evergreens planted along 
the north or exposed sides of a farm form 
the best wind-break, that in nine or ten 
years a farm so protected will readily sell 
for, in most cases, thousands of dollars 
more than one which is not; and that up to 
15th June, that is, just when the buds are 
commencing to burst, is the time to plant 
them, (after that the Ist of July.) Cedars 
or spruces will transplant move readily than 
pine, having a greater quantity of more fine 
roots, but with ease either can be success- 
fully transplanted. The roots should not 
be exposed to the sun for even a minute, 
the rain hardens and closes the tubes. The 
ground should be mulched, and the lower 
branches let grow to shade it. Cedars and 
spruces like damp ground, therefore plant 
them close in the row two or three feet, or 
closer for cedar hedges, pine do with drier 
soil; twelve feet I have known them to do 
well at; but should rather plant them clos- 
er and thin out when desired, any tolerably 
fertile soil will answer; pines do on poor 
soil but not so well. 


There is another thing—a preparation to 
Plane =m0k a planting miiah may well be 
done in June. If then you go to the bush, 
select young trees, and with a sharp spade 
cut acircle about them, say eight inches 
from the stem, cut the tap root a foot be- 
low and leave it to the fall, by that time the 
summer's growth will have started roots 
inside the circle, and the young tree proper- 
ly lifted with a spade, will come up a mass 
of earth and roots which will cling together 
and generally grow without fail nm the 
meantime mark the tree to know it, and to 
know its south side. Then in the fall if you 
take all the earth you can, plant at once af- 
ter digging, and fill up with soft earth not 
hard chunks, and mulch afterwards, most 
trees will grow if mice and cattle can be 
kept away. This I have know excellent 
with maples, but they will transplant with- 
out it. Tr the transplanting from the bush 
of the hard-wood trees which are difficult 
of transplanting, owing to their having no 
roots be tried with this method, much great- 
er success may be expected than without. 
Could we see this fall a good many planta- 
tions of some acres with care, say four feet 
apart, it would soon be found an excellent 
investment. dood timber of all sort 
is growing scarce and dear, and in ten years 
he who plants successfully now will be for- 
tunate. True, It will not be fit to cut then, 
but it will sell for a good figure to those 
who are prepared to wait till it is fit. 

And, one word more, many Rood pieces 
of forest which will otherwise dry up, die, 
and blow down, could be saved, yielding 
beautiful successions of trees, a perpetual 
store-house of timber, could we but afford 
to keep cattle out of them.

A PROBLEM IN WOOD. 

The problem has puzzled many why two 
pieces of wood, sawed from the same section 
of a tree, should possess very varied char- 
acteristics when used in different positions, 
For example, ajgste: post will be found to 
decay auch faster if the butt-end of the 
tree is uppermost than would be the case if 
the top was placed in this position. The 
reason is that the moisture of the atmos- 
phere will permeate the pores of the wood 
much more rapidly the way the tree grew 
than it Sait in the opposite direction. 
Microscopical examination proves that the 
pores invite the ascent of moisture, while 
they repel its, descent. To make ah mean- 
ing more clear, I will mention the familiar 
case of a wooden bucket. Many may have 
noticed that some of the staves appear to be 
entirely saturated, while others are appar- 
ently quite dry, This arises from the same 
cause—yiz., the dry staves are in the posi- 
tion in which the tree grew, while the 
saturated ones are reversed.—Cor. Foreign 
Journal,

Praying for the Moon, 


A well-known idea among the Oriental 
nations is that in eclipses of the moon that 
luminary is eaten up by some other cel- 
estial body.

THE WORLD MOVES.

The power of Niagara Falls, exclusive 
of the yelocity wich which the water 
reaches the brink, is calculated to be 
5,000,000 horse power, or nearly one- 
fourth of the whole steam power of the 
earth, 

The American telegraphic alphabet and 
instruments have been adopted for the 
new telegraph lines in Siam, and several 
American telegraphers have been offered 
$150 month to go there and operate 
the lines. 

Ex eriments are being made with 
wood compressed by hydraulic pressure 
48 & Bubstitute for boxwood, which is be 
coming more coatly every day. The wood 
when subjected toa pressure of ten tons 
to the square inch becomes very dense 
and uniform in texture and answers many 
purposes for which boxwood is now used. 

The twenty-four hours’ system 1s not 
making as rapid progress as some reform- 
ers expected. The London and North- 
western Railway Oompany, England 
after spending $4 000 in experimenting 
with a new time-table on this basis, havi 
come to the decision not to make any al- 
teration after all, on the ground that it 
would be too confusing.

The 
author remarks at the conclusion of the 
preface: ‘*Since this work was printed 
off I have seen a substance excellently 
adapted to the purpose of wiping from 
paper the marksofa tlack lead-pencil. 
It must therefore be of singular use to 
those who practice drawing. It is sold 
by Mr. Nairne, mathematical-instrament 
maker, cpposite the Royal Exchange. 
He sells a cubical piece of about half an 
inch for three shillings, and he says it 
will last several years.” 


Cases of changes inthe color of hair 
other than to gray are not uncommon. 
Workers in cobalt-mines and  indigo- 
works sometimes have their hair turned 
blue, and workers in copper green, by 
deposition of coloring-matter upon it. 
This, however, is only a superficial color- 
ing and can be washed off. Prentiss re- 
cords a case of a patient to whom murlate 
of pilocarpine was adminstered hypoder- 
mically whose hair was changed from light 
blonde to nearly jet-black, and his eyes 
from light blue to dark blue. These 
changes were due to increase of normal 
pigment. Huauptmannrelates a case of a 
body exhumed twenty yearsafter burial, 
the hair on which had changed from dark 
brown to red. Leonard cites a case in 
which, after death, red hair was changed 
to gray within thirty hours. Other cases 
have been mentioned in which the color 
of the hair has been variously changed in 
consequence of disease. 


Refuse sawdust is now mede to yield 
a handsome profit. When dry it is car- 
bonized in iron retorts, and In the process 
is given off some 80 per cent. of volatile 
products, the remaining 20 per cent. being 
granulated charcoal, which can be used 
in making gunpowder, filters, lining re- 
frigerators and as a disinfectant. With 
a very little tar 1b can be pressed Into 
bricks and employed as fuel. Twenby- 
two of the 80 per cent. volatile product 
{sin the shape of fixed gases, useful for 
lighting, heating, etc.; 47 per cent. is 
pyroligneous acid, or crude acetlo acid, 
and, after being purified and concentrated 
is valuable in white lead, color, print and 
vinegar manufactories. 
per cent. of tar and 1 of wood alcohol. 
The former has the same properities as 
coal tar, with its almost endless variety 
of applications in art and industry, while 
the wood or methylis alcohol Is employed 
asa solvent for gums, in varnish-making 
and in the manufacture of aniline colors 
eto.

Russia's Moving-Day. 

Great nations like England and Russia 
are perpetual students over some very 
difficult problems, The problems are 
difficult on account of thelr immense size 
and costly or bloody character. When 4 
manufacturer has in his employ a thou- 
sand men, he must be on the lookout 
continually for large contracts, for good 
paying customers, for materials, and 
against the least quantity of idlenessamong 
the workmen. When a firm oran indi- 
vidual has learned ho@ to manage all these 
parts of their business, the resultis a great 
firm, liko that of Krupp in Germany, or 
of the Mastard man in England. 

A nation is ouly a large business firm, 
It {8 a trade carried onward until the em- 
ployesare fifty or ahundred millions in 
namber. How to find workfor all these, 
psy forall these, materials for euch an 
army of laborers of many grades, how to 
hold these within some good condition of 
contentment, how to prevent other large 
firms from carrying on an injurious com- 
petition are inquiries so large that the men 
who bend over them are called statesmenor 
emperors or kings—a king being only a 
colossal foreman in a tremendous shop. 

The Krupps in Germany being large 
dealers and workers in iron, they must 
reach out after mines for ore ond for 
coal ; they dare not take any risks as to 
supply of ore orcoal, they must possess 
the means of keeping their thousands 
employed, and of filing the orders which 
come in from almost the whole globe, 

Thus Roesia must look down upon her 
swarms of toilers, be these tollers in field 
or eh p or factory or newspaper or studio 
or street, and must study how to keep 
up the work, the enthusiasm, the pay, the 
peace of such an almost countless multl- 
tude. Revolta, nihilism, athelam, dynam- 
ite plots are liable to result from icleness 
or extreme hardship; the fields of the far- 
mer are soon worn out, public works be- 
come completed, crime increases, Siberia 
becomes a disgrace, andthe foremen and 
Emperor in the large enterprise are com- 
peliee to face the problem, what plans to 
lay for the morrow} One emperor had 
lately been blown to pieces by some gren- 
ades flung by a heart cmbittered against 
his nation, 

It thus comes to pass that now and then 
these large contractors must make some 
new move, These moves are sometimes 
fatal to the mover, but often they re-ia- 
splre the milllons, and to a conquest 
abroad add a much greater conquest at 
home. Louis Napoleon resolved to expand 
his business, increase the pay of all his 
workmen, dissipate all discontent, magnify 
his Franca, and to this end he suddenly 
marched out against Germany. The Em- 
peror’s foremen inthis French Firm were 
not the best of advisers, for the beautiful 
boss, Eug nie, at the final meeting of the 
cabinet, said excitedly, ‘‘We must have 
war if the honor of France is to be pre- 
served ;” and Marshal Le Boeaf swore that 
if war was not declared he would throw 
down his portfolio and also leave the 
French army. Thus badgered by wife 
and prime minister, Napoleon IIL. order- 
ed that grand sdvance whose magnificence 
faded awsy at Sedan. But at other 
times Franca has done better, and so has 
England again and again moved outward 
from the little island and has made 
great additions to her already immense 
business. 

Inthe course of events it has become 
necessary for Rassia to find new resources 
in the shape of land andincome, and also 
new subjects of thought and commotion, 
and new invoices of Russian glory.

A lady from New Hampshire has been 
in Salem for a week, seeking information 
as to one George 8.

MILK FOR POULTRY. 


From the American Rural Home. 

On almost every farm, or where one or 
more cows are kept there is generally a sur- 
plus of milk which is given to the pigs. 
‘Dhis is all well enough if there is no poultry 
orif the chickens first get their share, but 
to give itall to the pigs and none to the 
poultry is not fair, neither is it profitable, 
for it is pretty generally known that poul- 
try, meat and eggs are more valuable than 
pork. Poultry of all kinds are very fond 
of milk in any form, and if given judicious- 
ly is it good for them and takes the place of 
water nicely, and keeps the fowls in good 
condition, imparting a beautiful gloss to the 
prams and incresaing the egg production, 
Milk is best given when thick or curdled, 
although the chickens will not be likely to 
refuse it in “any form. If sweet, however, 
it should always be‘scalded before giving it 
to the fowls, as it is then, when sweet, | 
liable to give them diarrhea unless it is firs: 
scalded, and thus it would become mcre of 
an injury than a benefit. With this pre- 
caution, however, it will be found to be in- 
valuable for the breeding and laying fowls 
while fattening fowls not only relish it but 
thrive wonderfully on it when given in con- 
nection with strong grain food in the most 
desirable form.

Those who have not 
tried itshould give it a trial this season, 
and we think they will be so well pleased 
with the result that they will continue it 
as long asthe milk supply holds out. We 
are of course only referring to those who 
have plenty of milk; of ‘course We would 
hot expect nor advise the custom of buying 
milk for poultry, but in absence of milk, 
purdwater given every day is an absolute 
necessity, and it certainly is a cheap luxury, 
and one within the reach of the most hum- 
ble in circumstances.

DEMOLISHING THE BIBLE.

E’ghty yea’s later, in 1880, the 
statistics or ti,hty diferent Bible societies 
which ave now in existence, with’ their un- 
numbered agencies and auxiliaries, report 
more than 165,00,000 Bibles, Testaments 
portions, distributed by Bible societies alone 
since 1805; to say nothing of the unknown 
millions of Bibles and Testaments which 
have been issued and circulated by private 
publishers throughout the world.

The Bible in English. 


Adelmus translated the Psalms into Sax 
on in 709. Other parts of the bible were 
done by Edfrii, or Egbert, in 750 ; the 
whole by Beder. In.1367 Treriaa pnblished 
the wholein English. Tindall's transla don 
appeared in 1334, was revised and altered 
in 1638, published with a proface of Oran- 
mer’s in 1549, and allowed to be read in 
churches. In 1551 another translation was 
published, which, boing revised by sev- 
eral bishops, was printed with their 
alterationsin 1560, In 1613 a new trans- 
lation was published by authority, which 
is the one in present use. Thera was no 
translation of it into the Irleh language 
until 1685, The pope did not give his per- 
mission for the translation of it into any 
languege until 1759, 

James Logan, who died last week in 
Philadelphia, formed one of the band of 
amatour detectives who started upon the 
Oharley Rosi case with a theory of their 
own.

Ar THe annual meeting of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company held on Saturday 
Mr. George Stephen, the president, stated 
that of the $65,000,000 of stdck, $40,000,000 
was held in England, $15,000,000 in Canada 
and $10,00,000 in the United States. Next 
spring the Company will have in running 
order 4,000 miles of road, The outlook was 
most satisfactory, the balance in the hands 
ofthe government being sufficient to com- 
plete the work, and the assets of the Com- 
pany valuing the land at $2 an acre would 
then be $110,000,000 in excess of its liabili- 
ties. The directors felt warranted in antici- 
pating for the current year a net profix of 
$2,400,000.

NORTH-WEST REBELLION. 


Battierorp, June 14.—Gen. Middleton 
and staff returned to-night. The rest of 
the command accompanied him, and will be 
in to-morrow. Eight days’ hard work has 
proved fruitless. the country was impass- 
able save to Indians. The troops have done 
all that mortal man can do, and gay? up 
pursuit only when it had become clear that 
they could go no further. There was much 
mistinderstanding about the route owing 
t» the ccunt'y being terra incognita. 
General Middleton advanced eight miles be- 
yond the lake where Steele had fought, and 
had muth trouble in crossing the stream 
between the two lakes where the fight oc- 
curred, The Indians had destroyed every 
possible means of water transport. How- 
ever, we got across, but found that the In- 
dians had gone to Loon Luke, which is a 
very long body of water. There Big Bear 
found twenty or more lodges of Loon Lake 
Indians whom he induced to join him. They 
went in such a hurry that they left their 
nets set. Big Bear had four days’ good start 
and we were never nearerto him than twenty 
to twenty-five miles. From the high blutis 
surrounding Loon Lake he could observe 
the troops froma great distance. Gen, Mid- 
dleton crossed to ® small island or peninsula 
in Loon Lake, and found in his front a mus 
keg two miles wide, covered with a dense 
growth of poplar, and in which unmounted 
horses sank to the belly. 

It was heyond the power of the troops to 
take surplies for more than three days even 
if the muskeg could have been crossed, and 
Big Bear Woah have had fully five days’ 
start, so the General concluded to return. 
No oue who has not seen this country can 
form the faintest idea ofits difficulties. San’ 
flies put in appearance in swarm3, adding 
seriously to our tronbles. The Indians and 
and halfbreeds with General Middleton re- 
fused to go into Big Bear's camp, though of- 
fered any sum, saying it would be certain 
death, as the Indians don’t respect flags of 
truce of any sort. 

There are no orders to-night, but the 
probabilities are that the mounted men will 
be sent to join Gen, Strange and that part 
of the infantry will be ordered home. 


Fort Prrr, June 12th, via Straubenzie, 
N.W.T., June 13th,—Middleton has deter- 
mined to make one more trial after Big 
Bear. With his three handred mountec 
men and two Gatlings, he leaves to-morrow 
morning to join Gen, Strange. The latter 
is camped on the Beaver river, ninety miles 
distant. Strange is at a village of the Chip- 
pewayans, who, to the number of fifty 
lodges, w id to have surrendered to him 
last Wednesday. They had not been with 
Big Bear, but it is said they would have 
joined bim soon. Gen, Middleton hopes 
that Big Bear is making for the Beaver river 
where Gen, Strange now is.

It will, no doubt, be a 
very important document at Riel’s trial, It 
is dated from Fish Creek, the day after 
Gen. Middleton's fight there, and states 
that Riel had killed 300 police. It then 
orders Poundmaker, if Battleford has not 
already been captured, to capture it at once, 
and kill all the white people there. The 
letter then goes on to say that when that 
has been done, Riel will attack and destroy 
the volunteers and join Poundmaker at 
Battleford, The letter is signed by Riel 
himself,

The Intellectual Charm of War. 


lt must, we fear, be admitted, that ex- 
capt with a very few men upon whom the 
feminine site of Ohristianity—the side 
which preaches resignation—has taken a 
strong hold, or who realize with palnfal 
thoroughness . the horrors inseparable 
from battle, war, as such, has for culti- 
vated mankind a distinct intellectual 
charm, It attracts them as nothing else 
does, until in its presence they cannot 
turn their eyes away, and every other sub- 
jeob of thought becomes comparatively 
insipid, and this even ifthe war is not 
one in which they are personally con- 
cerned. Of course if they are their ab- 
rorption is easily explained, The results 
of a war ore so tremendous and far reach- 
ing, they affect all interests so deeply, and 
they may involve the future of a country 
so inextricably, that it is impossible for 
men who have any patriotic or political 
imagination at all not to stady its pro- 
greas, and even its minute detaile, ~ibh 
concentrated attention. One big blunder 
in war may prostrate a nation, Even 
when, as is rarely the case, invasion is oat 
of the question, the incidents of a cam- 
palgn, the conduct of the troops, the ca- 
pacity or imbecility ot the generals, be-

come matters of personal and vital inter- 
ett—a victory seems a pleasure beyond 
all others, a defeat a cruel and individual 
catastrophe. Men’s interests, their hopes, 
their virtues, their foibles, and their fears 
are so involved in « war in which the na- 
tion is engaged that every turn of fortune 
is an event of personal moment, and the 
excitement becomes as intense as if the 
onlooker was himself engaged. Men 
haye been known togo mad with joy 
after a great victory, and to sicken mor- 
tally of the gricf produced by a great 
defeat, and this in cases when, as it 
turned out, neither victoror defeat lin- 
gered long inthe generalmemory. There 
is nothing to be explained in that kind 
of interest, but the intellectual charm of 
war extends much furthur than this. 
Wars which are not ours interest us near- 
ly as much as wars which are. Soores of 
thousands of Englishmen followed the 
great Amerioan civil war with an attention 
which missed no detail, and the European 
world watched the duel between France 
and Germany with a gsze which was al- 
most palnful in its intensity of watchful- 
ness. The journals, which slways reflect 
the popular curiosity better than the pop- 
ular thought, were full of nothing else, 
and the excitement wus felt askeenly by 
men ordinarily devoted to study as by 
men who had beon soldiers or—a curiously 
common cate in anation so devoted to 
clvil pursults—were soldiers by inner pre- 
possession. It is usual to ascribe this 
attraction to unconcious self-interest, a 
desire that one or the other side should 
win ; but we do not think that has very 
much to do with the matter. The on- 
lookers in a war take sides, no doubt, 
often enthusiastically, and with a porsis- 
tence which it is not easy to explain ; but 
it is not because of their hopes or fears 
that they become so absorbed. They are 
hardly leas attracted by the wars of his- 
tory, which they ought to regard without 
passion ; and there may be keen excite- 
ment, though they fail to decide which 


side they wieh to win, The Eaglish poople| H 


in the Franco-German war swerved dis- 
tinctly from one side to the other ; but 
they watched Gambetta and Chanzy with 
as much interest as they had watched 
Bismarck and Von Moltke. Moreover, 
invisible wars, though they may strongly 
affecs the interests of men, do not exer- 
cise this attractlon. The war waged by 
France in Tonquin has hardly been watch- 
ed at all, while the two great Chinese wars 
of our day have hardly received anything 
beyond a casual mention, and never, even 
when in progress, excited the slightest 
popular attention. Yet the warin Ton- 
quin was in many respects the most im- 
portant colonial war of our time, and the 
two Chinese wars were, in the strange- 
ness cf thelr incidents, and their awful 
consumption of human life, among the 
phenomenal ocourrences of the century.

Hugo's Strange Belief. 


Victor Hugo was always convinced that 
he would meet all his friends in a future 
world. He was equally sure that he had 
always existed from the antediluylan times 
when the Creator placed him on earth. 
He believed that he would exiab forever, 
inasmuch as he felt in his soul thousands 
of hymns, dramas, and poems that had 
never found expression. When the athe- 
{sta would say to him: ‘‘The proof that 
you will not exist in the future is that you 
did not exist in the past,” Hugo would 
answer: ‘‘Who told you I didnot extstin 
the past centurles? You will say that is 
the legend of the ages. The poet has 
written: ‘Life {s a fairy tale twice written. 
He might have sald a thousand times 
written, There is not an age in which I 
can not find my spirit. Youdo not be 
eve in the doctrine of surviving person- 
alities for the reason that you do not re- 
collect your anterior existence. But how 
can the recollection of vanished ages re- 
main imprinted on your memory when 
you do not remember a thousand and 
one scenes and events of of your present 
life } Since 1802 there have been ten Vic- 
tor Hugos in me. Do you think that I 
can recall all their actions and all their 
thoughts? The tomb Is dark, and when I 
shall have passed the tomb to emerge into 
ght once more all these Victor Hugos 
will be almost wholly strangers to me, but 
{t will always be the same soul. 

M. Viennet, a wag, asked Hugo one 
day who was the greatest poet of his time 
whereupon Hugo dryly anawered: ‘‘Al- 
fred de Musset is the second greatest 
poet.”

“IT wouldn't worry about the cholera, 
dear,” said a wife to her husband; ‘* it 
fen'b at all likely that {b will reach this 
country.”

The story of British shipping for the 
nine years from 1875 to 1883, as revealed 
by recent statistics, presents a melancholy 
record of wrecks and loss of human life. 
The number of British and colonial regis- 
tered vessels utterly wrecked was 9,103, 
the sailors lost 18,349 and the passengers 
2,158. There is a class of British ships 
which are described as unregistered, and 
of these 788 went down, drowning 815 
sailors and 1/9 passengers. To these 
must be added disasters occurring in 
rivers and harbors, which include 427 
vessels, 262 sailors and 802 passengers. 
Tn all these cases the loss of vessels was 
total. There were besides 1,208 vessels 
partially wrecked, and involving the loss 
of 1,807 hands and 283 passengers, mak- 
ing in all a loss of 21,224 hands and 
3,392 passengers in the nine years, 

The largest distance traversed Hs an 
arrow on recored is 972 yards, which in- 
cradible distance was accomplished by the 
Sultan cf Tarkey?in 1798, In the presence 
of Sir Robert Ainslie, Ambassador to the 
Sublime Porte, a feat scarcely ed 
by those attributedto Robin Hood and 
his right hand man, John Nailor. | There 
is a tradition of an attorney at Wigan who 
shot an arrow a mile in three flights. It 
1s reported that he sat on a stool, and had 
the centre of his bow fastened to-one of 
his feet, that he thus elevated his bow to 
an angle cf forty-five degrees, and pulled 
the string with both hands, In 1792, 
Mahmood Effendi, secretary to the Turk- 
ish Embassy at Londen, shot an arrow 
415 yards, partly against the wind, and 
480 yards with the wind. This he did 
publicly in the grounds adjoining Bedford 
‘couse, 


The boundaries of the Congo Free State 
comprise an area of about 900,000 square 
miles ; it is therefore about 44 times the 
size of France, Of this vastiegion, Mr. 
Stanley says, 600,000 equare miles are of 
unsurpasse’ fertility and the remainder 
less valuable, but still of excellent quality. 
The territory comprises over 41,000 equare 
miles of lakts, besides nearly 4,000 stat- 
ute miles of navigable rivers. In all this 
long distance of 4,000 miles the only im- 
portant interruptions to free passage are 
Stanley and Lubilash Falls. 

Figures that are both big and interest- 
ing are found in comparing the passenger 
traffic of the London underground and 
the New York elevated railway systemr, 
The amount of patronage bestowed and 
the enormous growth of this patronage 
may be fairly taken as the measure of 
public appreciation. In 1879 a total of 
91,420,178 persons made use of the London 
underground lines, while in 1884 the 
number had increased to 114,447,514; 
during the corresponding five years the 
New York elevated railroads showed an 
increase from 46,045,181 to 96 702,620. 
While London still remains a good distance 
shead in the grand totals, as it does in 
population, the ratio of increase was large- 
ly in favor of the American metropolis ; 
in other words, while the underground 
showed an inerease of 23,027,336 iu five 
yoars, the elevated had extended its 
figures by 50,667,439, at which rate it 
will not take New York long to catch up 
with London.

An Artist Among the Indians. 


Every one who goes far West sees about 
thestreets of the little railroad towns afew 
Indians, The rquawsare fat and prema- 
turely wrinkled ; che men give the impres- 
sion of dark-skinned tramps, and we seldom 
loon ander their dirty old felc hats to 
study their features. Oertainly, when one 
firat sees these wretched oreatares, and 
recalls the pictures in the geography, the 
paues cf travellers, or the imagery whic! 
the musical and high-soundipg names— 
such as Orow Nation or Land of the Da- 
kotas—awoke within him when a boy, 
there is some reason for feeling as if one 
had been deceived, as if a falaacharm had 
been thrown arcund these poor brutes. 
This, indeed, is the feeling of most pec ple 
in the East to day regarding Iudians. One 
cannot spesk of them withcubd the certain 
response, ‘* Woll, as for me, I have not 
much faith in the noble red man ; and so 
deep is the prejadice against them that 
travellers who are aware of this sentiment, 
and who have lived long among the abo. 
rigines, knowing how muchof interest and 
good there is to be told, are tempted to 
counterbalance pr judice with over-state- 
ment ; they exaggerate the beauty and 
suppress all mention of the ugly that is to 
be found in their manners and jife. In 
reading Catlin, one is oppressed with a 
certain partiality, a constant tendency to 
throw into relief all their good, and to 
subordinate the bad, 

It is true that, from the point of view of 
the civilized merchant, who loves one wo- 
man, lives in a stone mansion, and tastes 
the sweets of intellectual life, they area 
sad sight, with their Jimited erjoyments, 
licentiousness, and coarse palat«s that can 
relish a boiled dog ; their old people blind 
and dirty, with brotal jaws and ancombed 
hair, and blood on the faces of old women, 
who have cut themselves In mourning, 
and which they refuse to wash cff. But 
the question whether they are fitto enter 
the kingdom of heaven is apart from that 
of their artistic interest. Many people 
fail to see this; but such persons are as 
badly off as the farmer who lived in the 
house of a celebrated author which I went 
to sketch. On learning my errand, the 
old man eyed the moss-covered shingles 
and defective chimney with a mixed look 
of humour and humiliation, and question- 
ed whether it would not be better to 
return in the spring, when he hoped to 
have a new house In its place! 

All that Rembrandt asked of the human 
figure was that it might exhibit light and 
shade ; he never looked for ee people, 
but found in this aspect of things a life- 
work. It is not necsssary that an Indian 
learn to spell and make changes before we 
see that his long locks are beautiful as he 
rides agalnat the prairie winds. A hawk 
is cruel, yet who has not loved to watch 
its spiral course in the summer heavens? 

It is also a mistake to suppose that In- 
dians are allhomely. A really handsowe 
aquaw is rare, but there are more superb 
and symmetrical men among them than I 
have ever seen elsewhere, their beardless 
faces reminding one alwaysof the antique; 
these are not rare, but are to be sesnat 
every dance, where they are mostly naked, 
decorated in feathers and light fineries. 
Their constant light exercise, frequent 
steam-baths, and freedom from over-work, 
develop the body ina manner only ¢qaal- 
ed, I must believe, by the Greek. 

When we study them in their own 
homes, see them well fed, independent, 
unembarrassed, dressed in their elk-skins 
and feathers, dancing nearly nude when 
the November snows lie deep upon the 
ground, smoking their long pipes and 
chatting with the children about the door 
of the lodge, or sadly climbing the brown 
October foot-hills to bury a departed vil- 
lager on some chosen cliff—then they are 
beautiful. ‘Itis when we detach them 
from all thoughts of what we would have 
them be, and enjoy them as part of the 
landsospa, that they fillus with lovely 
emotions. The valgar think that only 
roses are beautifal; but the weeds which 
we root up also illustrates the divine law 
of harmony. Ib is not by trying to imagine 
the Indian something finer than he ts that 
the artistic sense finds delight in him. 

We do not miss human refinement in 
the sow and her litter; we admire them, 
as we look over the old fence, simply as 
pigs, their tiny pink feet planging into 
the troughin their greed, and the little 
black brother trying to find room. The 
beauty of the maid who brings their food 
dees not lessen theirs. So the Indian is 
a part of nature, and isno more ridicu- 
lous than the smoke that curls up from 
the wigwam, or the rock and pine on the 
montain-side,

OUTCAST LONDON, 


A Startling Condition of Affairs Among 

the Poorer Classes. 

The report of the Royal Commission on 
the housing of E .yland’s poor, contains 
some aturtiing cunfirma‘ion of statements 
made in the phamphlers called ‘The ory 
of outcast London,” Proceeding to an- 
alyzs the voluminous evidence taken in 
the course vf their protracted inquiry, 
the commirsioners rewark that the first 
witaess, Lord Shaftesbury—expressed the 
opinion, as the result of nsarly sixty years’ 
experionce, that, however great the im- 
provement in the condition of the London 
poor, ‘overcrowding has becume more 
serious than it ever was.” Tadeed, the 
assertion of a clergyman from the Central 
district that the average is five families to 
six rooms, is atated tobe ‘‘ under the 
mark rather than an ex+ggeration.” That 
the evil exists in many provincial towns, 
however, there is a guod deal of evidence 
given to show. 

Of the moral effects of overcrowding the 
report says :—The oversrowd>d ccndition 
of some single rooms occapied by familles 
in St. Luke's has already b-en mentioned. 
In some cass wh-re grown up sons and 
daughters sleep in the same room lodgere. 
are taken ia in addition to the regular in- 
mates, a fact which greatly increases the 
tendency to immorality, The Rey J. W. 
Horcley, chaplain of the Cierkenwell pri- 
son, has made a study cf crime twhich 
comes under his personal notice, and he 
not only says he entertains ‘the very 
strongest op nion” that overcrowding is 
& grea’ cause of immorality, 
on to declare that every case of incest he 
has ever come across, with one exception, 
hasbeen traceable to the one-room system 
The rector of Ohristchurch, 


STRUCTURAL AND SANITARY DEFECTS, 


In addition to overcrowding, the evils 
of sanitary and stroctural defects in dwel- 
lings are also strongly insisted on. As re- 
gards drainage in London, the improve- 
ment during the present generation has 
been enormous, and instances are given 
of the horrible state of things that form- 
erly prevailed. Nevertheless, there {a atill 
much room for improvement in the mat- 
ter of ashplits anddustbins, The metro- 
politan water supply, too, is better than 
it was, but its inadequacy isatill the cause 
of much onhealthiness and misery. Closet 
accommodation is also yery defective 
in apite of the powers of local authorities. 
In Clerkenwellthere are cases as described 
where there is not more than one closet 
for sixteen houses. In a street in West- 
minster a witness stated that there 
was only one for all the houses in the 
street, thirty or forty people inhabiting 
each house, and that it was open 
and used by all passers by. In other parts 
of London similar state of things was. 
said to exist, compared with which the 
one closet accommodation to each tene- 
ment house of many families is a satis- 
factory arrangement. Noxious trades, 
too are s eeurce of insanitary conditions, 
especially when carried on in unhealthy 
dwellings. Attention is called to the 
existence of cellar dwellings contrary i] 
law. For instance, in Draper’s place, St. 
Panoras, one small underground kitchen, 
only sjx anda half feet high, was inhabit- 
ed by nine persons. One point on which 
there was strong evidence was that to 
promiscuous overcrowding im morality, 
and that of the very vilest kind, was. 
largely due. Nevertheless, the commis- 
sioners ‘feet bound to put it on record 
that while the evidence before them re- 
veals an undoubtedly bad state of things, 
they find that the standard of morality 
among the inhabitants of these crowded 
quarters is higher than might be expected, 
looking at the surroundings amid which 
their lives are passed.” Overcrowding is 
also the source of much ill-health and in? 
fantile mertality, besides much suffering 
among little children which does not ap- 
pear in the death-rate at all.

Mr. O, O. Funk is right when he says 
the village cow usually presents a filthy 
appearance, but wrong when he recom- 
mends a stall 6 feet wide, fora cow will 

turn partly across itand lie down in her 
droppings, Witha floor 44 to 5 feet long

SETTING TREES AND PLANTS—WILL 
It PAY * 


Living in a progressive age, and among 
englightened people, it seem indeed strange 
that so many of our people take such a nar 
row view of the advantages to be gained by 
planting trees for fruit and ornament; and 
this neglect is more apparent among the 
class who from business associations should 
be the tiret to discover the opportunity for 
increasing the value of their lands, The fact 
that an abundance of good tresh truit is con- 
ducive to, and in fact necessary for the pie 
servation of heaith as well as increased pica- 
sure and enjoyment, is too well known to 
need repetition at this time; so let us look 
at this subject from a pecuniary or—if you 
like the term better—a speculative point of 
view. We will take for example two vil 
lage lots, of equal original value and desir- 
ability as regards locality; in the one the 
owner has set out six or eight fruit trees, a 
strawberry bed, & row or two of currants, 
raspberries, gooseberries, etc.; a few grape 
Vines climbing over a pretty tre llis; & de 
sirable space tor a vegetable garden has also 
been located. ‘Lhe tront lawn is dotted 
here and there with a rose bush or shrub. 
Running on the dividing fence we find 4 
ampelopsis, clematis or honeysuckle, and 1 
the street a few vigorous and attractive 
shade tréecs) Onthe other lot we fail to 
find a tree or Shrub, Place this property 
in the market, and does it require any great 
shrewness to tell which will bring the first 
price and the first purchaser, 

In nine cases out of ten, the property con- 
taining the tree and plants will bring full 
10 percent, more than the other. Is this 
not a good return for the investment! 

We know a gentleman who has made it a 
practice for years to buy desirable building 
lots, and, alter staking off sufficient space 
for buildings, set out the remé jnder in truit 
trees and bushes, giving them good care for 
two or three years, or until he considered 
the property ready for sale, He experi 
cnces no difficulty in disposing of itata 
heavy margin on the investment, even W hile 
other lots in the same locality are a drug in 
the market, It is the most natural thing in 
the world for the man who is after 4 build 


ing site to take the one which he finds well 


fectly willing to pay the additional cost 
even though it be some hundreds of dollars, 
He feels as if he already has his honie half 
completed, before the ground is broken for 
the house, 

In the face of such plain facta as these 
We repeat it is indeed stray y 
fnil to see the very decide 
such a course, Unfortunately all men do not 
possess un equal love for the beautiful and 
desirable in nature ; this is to be regretted 
but if we cannot induce ‘you to grow fruit 
and flowers for the sake of them, we trust 
| that our appeal to your sagacity and desire 
| to better your financial. condition. in life 
| will not be wholly disregarded,

Underneath Paris 

A boulevard paper gives a graphic 
sketch of the manner in which nearly one 
half of Paris was built upon the hollow 
ground beneath.

with an unpremeditated poem in com- 
mendation ef ignorance, which was con 
ducted with such ingenuity and elegance 
as to have astonished all his hearers, He 
boasted of a retentive memory that ib was 
as requisite to great proficiency, either 
in science or literature, as intense appli- 
cation. 


THE CITY,OF THE SUN, 

What Life was like in the Cashmere Capi 
tal, Now Destroyed by Eurthquake, 
Serinagar, or Hterally Surgla Nagar, the 
City of the Sun, is the capital of the 
beautifaland romantic valley of Cashmore 
one of the mosb charming spots in the 
whole earth. Ib is some seven yeara ago 
than in my wanderings I visited this hap- 
py valley. A lonely march of about one 
huudred miles along the banks of the 
Jhelum River, the ancient Hydaspes, 
brought me to the smooth waters of the 
Cashmere Lake. Here I hired a boat coy- 
ered with matting, and so arranged that 
the stern of the boat formed a cooking 
kitchen, both for the crew ana psssenger, 
My crew consisted of a full-grown man, an 
undergrown boy, an old woman, two 
small children, and a young mother and 
a plump baby, The whole party excepb 
the plamp baby, book their turn at the 
oars and towing rop3, and I managed to 
get along at the rate of two miles an hour. 

Ib was a clear morning, and beautifal 
beyond description was the panoramic 
view as we wound slong the river in its 
ciroular course, All around the country 
was rich with verdore. Rislng at a dis- 
tance were the snowy ranges ot the Him- 
alaya Mountains, many of them as much 
as 13 000 feet above the sea level. To 
qaote the words of the traveller Vigne: 
*Softness mantling over the sublime, 
snugnessgeneral,y e]sewhere incompatible 
with extent, are the prevailing characver- 
istics of the scenery of Cashmere.” In 
the centre of this lovely scenery is the 
City of the Sua, which was dostroyed by 
an earthqaake recontly. 

Serinsyar is a considerable cily of some 
150,000 inhabitants, of whom 20,000 are 
Hindus and the remainder Mvhamme 
dans. The houses are built entirely of 
wood, and are usually three stories high, 
The streets are narrow and dirty. The 
people ace dirtier than the streets, No 
pen could possibly depict the real sani- 
tary condition of Serinagar, and conse- 
quently one regrets that as the city had to 

erish, it did notsuccumb to the purify- 
ng element of fire rather than the up- 
hesvings of an earthquake. 

The city of Sorinagar is on an {oland in 
the midst of the Cashmere Lake. It has 
seven bridges, all made of wooden logs, 
Some ofthe bridges ure occupied with 
shops, like old London Bridge, which 
ore extremely quaint, although unsight- 
ly structures, There are no cabs 
or carts or carriages in the city 
of Serinagar, and therefore no convey- 
ances rumble along its narrow, dirty 
streets. It is a wis+ dispensation of Pro- 
vidence that wheoled conveyances have 
never been introduced in the capltel of 
Oaahmere, for the people wouid be too 
lazy to get oud of the way. 

The women of Cashmere are renouned 
for their beauty. Taoy are exceedingly 
fair for Orientals. In former years they 
were seized and sold ag slaves for the ser- 
aglios of Mastern monarchs. And even 
in modern days tho Cashmere beauty has 
found a place in the ¢ ffuctions cf some of 
Indio’s European rulers and warriors. 
Physically, tho men are a vory fine race, 
and tho calves of the Cashmere coolle would

The valley of Cashmere is aboub 100 
miles long and averages twenty-five miles 
in width and the surrounding mountains 
vary in height from 8,000 to 16,000 feet. 
Tho valley itself is about 6000 feet above 
the level of the sea. It was formerly a 
Mohammedan country, indeed all the 
natives are Moslems, but +t the conquest 
of northern India the British sold the 
province of Cashmere to one cf the Sikh 
princes a Hirdu, and itis now ruled by 
a Rejah under British protection. The 
nearest rrilway terminus is that of Rawul 
Pindee, where Lord Dufferin received 
the Ameer of Cabnl, This p!aca is some 
1,100 miles from Bombay. From Rawul 
Pindee to the ruined city of Serinagar 
ia about 200 wiles, which can be travelled 
by easy stages. 


A TEXAS TRAGEDY. 


A Canadian one of the Victims of a Mar- 

derer’s Knife. 

A most brutal murder was committed ab 
Paris, Tex , the other evening, ono of the 
victicns being Prof, J. W. Youmans, late 
of Picton, Ont., well known in the Mari- 
time provinces, especially in St. John, N. 
B., where he lived a few years ago, Some 
months ago Sam. J. Holmes, of Parie, 
separated from his wife, Mrs. Holmes tak- 
ing {n boarders, among whom was Prof. 
Youmans. Lash night Holmes entered 
hia wife's res{dence, and commenced a 
murderous assaulb on her with a bowie 
knife Her screams brought her sister, 
Mrs. Tighe, and Prof. Youmans to the 
scene, As Professor Youmans entered 
the room Holmes sprang from the pros- 
trate body of his wife and attacked him, 
stabbing him several times, killing him 
instantly. ‘The murderer then turned up 
on his sister-in-law, Mrs. Tighe, and tab- 
bed hor inthe chest and arms, inflicting 
horrible wounds, from which she died the 
following morning without recovering 
consciousness. 

The outcries of the victims aroused the 
neighbors and the murderer fled. Mrs, 
Holmes was found lying upon a bed bath- 
ed in blood. She was consclous, bub 
crazed with fear and pain, and dying from 
the terrible wounds, Upon tho floor lay 
Mrs. Tighe ond the body of Youmans. 
The room presented the appearance of a 
slaughter pon. Theothor day Holmes, who 
isa powortul man, was captured by a posse 
after a desporate atraggle, and whon over- 
powered attompbed to commib suicide by 
swallowing a large dose of morphine, An 
emotic saved his life and he now lies 
heavily manacled in prison.
